The President hopes that the Italian 
question, especially that part of it re- 
lating to the Adriatic, will be brought 
to a speedy agreement. The Adriatic 
question will have precedence over 
other questions. 

The settlements belonging especially 
to the treaty with Germany, the state- 
ment says, will thus be got out of the. 
way, and at the same time other 
settlements ‘will be completely formu- 


lated. 

President ‘Wilson, speaking yester- 
day with the correspondent. of The 
Temps with reference to the work of 
the Peace Conference, said: 

“*I have today good hope. - The 
most complicated questions now are 
golved. Under these conditions I hope 
that a satisfactory solution will be 
reached pretty soon.’’ 

The remainder of the conversation, 
gays the correspondent, consists of 
expressions by President Wilson of 
his admiration for France, the French 
people, and Paris, which ‘city, the 
President said, r him. greatly 
of Washington, which was planned by 
a Frenchman, Major Il'Enfant, who 
was Washington’s companion. The 
President also declared that the Seine 
reminded him and other Americans of 
the Potomac. 

The Council of Four did not meet 
this morning. Instead, President Wil- 
eon had a long conference with 
Premier Orlando and other Italian 
leaders on the Adriatic problem. 

Premier Orlando recently suggested 
to the President the advisability of 
informal exchanges over the question 
of Fiume and Italy's claims in the 
Eastern Adriatic. President Wilson, 
in concurring with this suggestion, 

promised to give.the matter his per- 
pte study. The conference today was 
probably the outcome of this sug- 
gestion. 

Their discussion lasted four. ‘and a 
half hours today on the Adriatic ques- 
tion, but did not*complete their work, 
which will be resumed Wedhesday 
morning. Hope was expressed tonight 
that the question might be ready for 
the consideration of the Council of 
Four on Wednesday afternoon. 


WASHINGTON. April 14.—Contin-

There is danger, the Italian officials 
say, that food may be piled up in the 
port terminals and not reach the. pop- 
ulation through Jack of fuel necessary 
to operate the railroads. Moreover; un- 
less coal in very great quantities is 
shipped ‘immediately many large fac- 
tories will be forced into idlenéss and 
of thousahds of workmen 
thrown into unemployment, thereby ag- 
gravating. the situation.

Forster, a British Chaplain at 
Odessa, in an article published in The 
Daily Chronicle. He says: 

‘Ifthe brutal tyranny which the Bol- 
sheviki compelled the terror-ridden Rus- 
sian people to accept in the name of 
‘freedom of .the mind and body’ 
punishes all Uberty of thought with tor- 
ture, outrage, and death, freedom of the 
body is equally travestied by unthinkable 
cruelties, ufiless the term is accepted as 
synonymous “with bestia indecency and 
moral depravity. Women and girls en- 
gaged. in shopping’ commissions in the 
lower parts of the town were. séized by 
bands of. men from the Red Army and 
—— off to warehouse yards and simi- 

places, where their fate was worse 
iy déath. Indeed, in many instances 
they were found dead on the following 
morhing. Orsles Which defy description 
were of daily occurrence: 

“Wine shops.and cellars were by de- 
grees broken into and looted. Through- 
out the city: free drinks from*pails and 
buckets wéregiven to all who. cared 
for them. Women returning from mar- 
ket in the morning were stoppéd and 
compelled to drink from pails held on 
high by two soldiers. On one ;after- 
noon it was my fate to come away from 
a shop and find the streets running red, 
with hundreds of gallons of wine pour- 
ing from smashed vats of a great store. 
Numbers of Bolsheviki lay flat on the 
pavement, with faces in the gutter, 
drinking from the.stream whioli flowed 
past; carrying with it the accumulated 
filth and refuse of the uncleansed city. 

‘The brutalilty of. assassination in- 
creased daily. There lived; a few houses 
further down the street in which I had 
my quarters, a young wife afid little son 
of a junior officer who was at the time 
ir. Petrograd. She went one day to draw 
her allowance, which amounted to only 
a few pounds: Small as the sum was, it 
aroused the cupidity of a few watchful 
Bolsheviki.” On the following moxning 
her apartment was found looted and 
she and her boy lay dead in bed, 
pierced - through and through with 
thrusts from bayonets. 

‘*In the same street, the Kaénatnaya, 
another ghastly. affair came to my no- 
tice. One morning two quietly dressed 
ladies were standing at a corner await- 
ing the coming of a tramcar.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Subscrip- 
tions will be received during the Vic- 
tory Liberty Loan campaign for the 
wholly tax-exempt notes bedring 3% 
per cent. interest, which the Treasury 
will issue as alternatives to the 4% per 
cent. securities with partial tax exemp- 
tinon. Emphasis will be laid by solici- 
tors on the 4% notes, and an effort will 
be made to round “up the bulk of sub- 
scriptions to these securities, which may 
be converted at any time into the 3% 
per cent. notes. 
A Umited amount of the 4% per cent. 
notes will be available for outright sale, 
but the Treasury is not sure fhat all 
demands for cash purchases can be 
filled. : 

As in past campaigns, work has been 
rushed at the Bureau of Bngraving on 
the bonds of small denominations, since 
these constitute most of the over-the- 
counter sales. There will be plenty of 
the, notes for use as ‘‘samples’’ by 
salesmen, officials said today. 
Gratification over the $4,500,000,000 
total of the loan, which is smaller than 
had been generally expected and the in- 
terest rate, was expressed today in 
hundreds of telegrams reaching the 
Treasury from Loan Committees 
throughout the country. Many of these 
were to the effect: that the terms had 
raised the hopes of loan workers and 
financial observers. 
Officials discussing the terms of the 
loan said that one reason for their be- 
lief that the market price of bonds of 
past issues would not be depressed by 


the new securities, was that there was 
expected to exist strong demand for 
the older issues by large taxpayers.

The Theatre Guild is an asseciation 
largely made up of people who -were 
members of the Washington Square 
Players. Last night it took over the 
Garrick: Theatre, presenting a three-act 
comedy from the Spanish of Jacinto 
Benavente, and in all probability scored 
a&-notable popular success. The play 
is in costume, and it introduces the tra- 
ditional Harlequin, Columbine. and 
Polichinelle; but the story it tells is as 
worldly wise and modern as ‘the latest 
crook play—and it is infinitely better 
told and more witty than most. It has, 
in —* an appeal as general as that of 

et-Rich-Quick Wallingford,’’ which 
it resembles in many ways. 

The bonds of ‘interest which give ‘the | 
play its title are the. bonds which unite 
_the necessitous: against people of wealth 
—especially if they also are crooked. A 
pair of adventurers—clever and sym- 
pathetic fellows they are—arrive in a 
seventeenth century town, pursued by 
justice and with enly the clothes on 
their. backs. The master is a Spanish 
gentleman, whose aspirations at least 
are noble, and \his servant is a volatile 
Sancho Panza. By dint of clever af- 
frontery the servant, Crispino, gains 
lodging at the inn and becomes patron 
or accomplice to all the clever dead- 
beats of the community. His plot is to 
marry his master to the daughter-and 
heiress of Polichinelle, and, by present: 
ing a united front, the old curmudgeon 
is at last overborne. 

The delicate point in crook comedy is 
always the lové interest. Benavente 
has managed the story of his hero and 
heroine in a way that may well arouse 
admiration among the masters of the 
craft on Broadway. Though the pla 
is not primarily —— the Spanis

His } Philosophy of sw er 
and bluff;-based on a shrewd knowle 
of average human nature, would deli 
George M. Cohan, and Crispin has 
sides a streak of ambitioy and independ- 
ence. which lends. dig: to his most 
cynical shift. Many of his lines are as 
admirably wise as’ they are satiric. As 
played by gustin Duncan (lately the 
Great Ancestor.in ‘‘ The Betrothal ’’) the 
part falls short, perhaps, of the true 
Latin lightness and fluidity, but the 
fellow is keen and resourceful always, 
with abundant wit and animal spirits. 

Helen Westley is Dona Sirena, a sort 
of Spanish Becky Sharp living in splen- 
dor on nothing a year.. Her perform- 
ance is a delight. of character comedy 
tempered by admirable artistic discre- 
tion. Henry Herbert — Dootor 
of w, and very ably in rets a 
caricature of mediaeval justice aa de- 
lightful as’ was the caricature of 
mediaeval medicine in Anatol France's 
farce, ‘*‘ The Man Who Married a Du 
Wife,’’ The: rest@of the cast verge, to- 
ward.the more amateurish level of the 
Washington Square Players, but their 
amateurism is touched always with 
imagination and the instinct of true 
quality. 

The three scenes are rich in color, and 
the latter two of therg in atmospheric 
suggestion. The costumes are truly 
splendid. Those of the ladies are of the 
hobby-horses crinoline order made fa- 
miliar by the Velasquez Infanta, and 
lent a aint distinction-to thé comedy. 

Unless’ all signs fail, an artistic co- 
terie produetion has at last achieved 
popular success.
